Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13, 17, 18 and 21-50 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is applicant's copending application 10/030996. A terminal disclaimer has been 
filed. Interlocking target/backing plate members are known in the art however these 
structures are typically joined using high temperature consolidation processes. See 
Hunt et al. (USPN 5836506) and Mueller (USPN 5230459). Regarding the article 
claims, the closest prior art teaches a single angle at the projecting tip rather than a first 
and second angle. See Fan (USPN 5269899).
